Residents  running  for  local 
municipal  government  positions 
made  their  candidacies  official 
last  week  in  preparation  for  the 
May  primary. 

In  Aleppo,  three  board  mem- 
ber seats  are  open,  those  held  by 
Rick  Starr  Carolyn  Smith  and 
Gloria  Vish. 

Two  Republicans  filed  to  run 
before  last  week's  deadline:  Ed- 
ward Beaman  and  Frank  Bialek. 

In  Bell  Acres,  Ronald  Besong 
is  running  unopposed  to  fill  the 
mayor's  seat,  while  Nancy 
D'Amato  (D)  and  Gregg  Cooper 
(R)  are  running  for  tax  collector. 

Four  council  seats  are  avail- 
able and  incumbents  Marjorie 
Skrabut  (D),  Philip  Ewanko  CD), 
David  Renfrew  (R)  and  Dwight 
Howes  (R)  are  running  to  fill 
them. 

Four  council  seats  also  are 
available  in  Edge  worth,  all  four- 
year  terms,  and  Republican 
incumbents  Beverly  Poling,  Paul 
Dimmicklvan  Hofmann  and 
Joseph  Hoepp  will  run  to  fill 
them. 

Wayne  Murphy,  recently  sworn 
in  to  fill  the  vacancy  left  by  Mayor 
Bob  McGinnis,  is  unopposed  for 
that  position,  and  Michele  Heeley 
is  "unopposed  for  tax  collector. 

Arthur  Hallett  (R)  is  running 
for  the  six-year  auditor  position 
and  Thomas  Hay  (R)  is  running 
for  the  four-year  position. 

In  Leet  Township,  Elaine  Ma- 
curak  will  run  for  tax  collector 
while  four  people  will  run  for  the 
two  open  council  seats:  Demo- 
crats Richard  Davidson  Jr., 
Wayne  Hyjek  and  Susan  Barnes 
and  Republican  Carl  Puglia.

SVH  prepares  for  emergency  department  expansion

The  lights  of  a  hospital  emergency 
department  are  always  on. 
Doctors,  patients  and  staff 
walk  across  its  floors  365  days  a  year. 
It  never  gets  a  vacation. 
After  almost  30  years  of  constant 
activity,  the  ED  at  Sewickiey  Valley 
Hospital  is  ready  for  some  special 
attention. 

In  upcoming  months,  hospital 
authorities  will  embark  on  an  $8  mil- 
lion project  to  get  the  ED  in  better 
shape  to  serve  the  community. 

"If  you  live  in  the  community, 
chances  are  you  are  going  to  end  up  in 
the  ED,  whether  for  yourself  or  with  a 
family  member,"  said  Norman  Mitry, 
president  and  CEO  of  Heritage  valley 
Health  System. 

"The  ED  is  the  front  door  to  the  hos- 
pital. Fifty  to  60  percent  of  patients 
come  to  the  hospital  first  through  the 
ED." 

The  current  ED  was  built  in  1977  to 
cater  to  22,000  patients  annually. 

Almost  three  decades  later,  37,000 
patients  cross  its  threshold  each  year. 

lb  accommodate  growth,  increase 
patient  privacy  and  incorporate  updat- 
ed technology,  the  unit  will  expand 
from  8,830  square  feet  to  19,000  square 
feet  during  the  next  two  years. 

"It's  served  its  purpose  for  30  years, 
but  when  things  are  happening  here  24 
hours  a  day,  things  can  get  worn 
down,"  said  Dr.  Thomas  Pangburn, 
medical  director  of  the  emergency 
department. 

Beds  in  the  new  unit  will  be  single- 
patient  rooms,  increasing  privacy  and 
decreasing  the  likelihood  of  infectious 
disease. 

The  new  ED  will  take  over  areas  of 
the  hospital  currently  used  for  the 
lobby,  pharmacy  and  outpatient  psy- 
chiatric unit,  all  of  which  will  move. 

Once  work  on  the  ED  begins,  com- 
munity members  will  be  able  to  track 
its  progress  on-line  at  www.her- 
itagevalley.org. 

Hospital  authorities  are  aiming  for  a 
2007  completion  date  to  coincide  with 
the  centennial  anniversary  of  the  hos- 
pital. 

"It  is  a  staple  of  the  community" 
said  Mitry.  "It's  been  around  for 
almost  100  years  and  we're  making 
sure  it's  here  in  100  more." 

The  Sewickiey  Valley  Hospital 
Foundation,  dedicated  to  raising  funds 
for  the  facility  has  raised  $2  million  for 
the  project. 

The  committee  will  attempt  to  hit  its 
goal  of  $4  million  through  its  upcoming 
fund-raiser.

Court  upholds  district's  bid  award 


Allegheny  County  Common 
Pleas  Court  Judge  R.  Stanton 
Wettiek  upheld  a  Quaker  Valley 
School  District  decision  to  award 
a  general  construction  contract 
for  the  renovations  of  Edgeworth 
Elementary  School  to  R.A. 
Glancy  &  Sons  Inc. 

Wettiek's  decision  came  last 
week,  seven  days  after  a  hearing 
at  which  Edgeworth  attorney  Pete 
Thomson  claimed  Quaker  Val- 
ley's decision  to  reject  the  low  bid 
submitted  by  Corporate  Con- 
tracting Inc.  (CCD  violated  com- 
petitive bidding  laws  that  apply  to 
school  projects. 

In  dismissing  Thomson's  complaint,  the  court 
ruled  that  the  district  had  correctly  determined 
that  CCI  was  not  a  responsible  bidder  because  of 
omissions  and  misrepresentations  in  the  compa- 
ny's qualification  statement. 

Wettiek  held  that  "taxpayer  interest  would  not 
be  served  by  awarding  the  contract  to  CCI 
because  CCI  has  almost  no  experience  in  the 
construction  and  renovation  of  buildings,  its  very 
limited  experience  is  not  positive  and  it  fur- 
nished a  Contractor's  Qualification  Statement 
that  is  extremely  inaccurate  and  misleading." 


Dr.  R.  Gerard  Longo,  Quaker 
Valley  superintendent,  said  the 
school  board's  thorough  investiga- 
tion into  the  background  of  CCI 
raised  serious  doubts  regarding 
its  bid  and  ability  to  perform  the 
work. 

"We  are  gratified  that  the  court 
concurred  and  concluded  that  CCI 
was  not  the  lowest  responsible 
bidder"  Longo  said. 

"The  board  takes  seriously  its 
charge  to  spend  wisely  the 
resources  of  the  district,"  said 
board  President  Joan  Murdoch. 
"We  did  not  lightly  reject  this 
low  bid.  The  investigation  by  our  solicitor  and 
architects  revealed  serious  questions  whether 
CCI  could  perform  this  work. 

"The  trial  court  obviously  shared  these  con- 
cerns." 

The  Edgeworth  Elementary  project  has  been 
under-way  since  late  February. 

The  project  is  scheduled  to  be  completed  in 
time  for  the  start  of  the  2006-2007  school  year. 

The  Edgeworth  building  will  be  closed  for  the 
2005-2006  school  year,  with  pupils  and  staff  trans- 
ferring to  the  Anthony  Wayne  Elementary 
School  in  Ambridge  during  construction. 


d  submitted  for  Leetsdale  property 


Leetsdaie  Industrial  Park 
Inc.,  submitted  a  bid  to  acquire 
a  4.4-aere  tract  of  hillside  land 
along  Beaver  Street,  Leetsdale. 

A  special  public  auction  was 
conducted  on  Friday,  March  18, 
by  the  Quaker  Valley  School 
District,  owner  of  the  property. 

If  accepted  by  the  district, 
the  final  bid  amount  will  be 


equal  to  the  costs  of  an  engi- 
neering soil  analysis  that  is 
currently  under  way. 

The  sale  also  is  contingent 
upon  an  engineering  report 
concluding  that  the  soil  can  be 
removed  and  the  hillside,  the 
site  of  a  landslide  that  closed  a 
section  of  Beaver  Street  in 
January,  can  be  stabilized. 


Leetsdale  Industrial  Park 
plans  to  use  the  soil  from  the 
affected  area  as  fill  on  the 
park's  property  on  Route  65  in 
Leetsdale. 

The  school  board  will  con- 
sider the  offer  and  is  expected 
to  act  on  a  motion  to  accept  it 
at  the  board's  next  legislative 
meeting  on  Tuesday,  March  22.

"I  pardon  all  my  taxes!"  he  said, 
smacking  his  hand  authoritatively  on 
council's  desk. 

To  describe  his  thoughts  on  handing 
over  the  position  he  inherited  in  1997 
from  former  mayor  William  Kelly  to 
resident  Wayne  Murphy,  McGinnis 
alluded  to  a  famous  baseball  double- 
play  trio. 

"Kelly  to  McGinnis  to  Murphy 
sounds  like  Tinkers  to  Evers  to 
Chance...  or  the  establishment  of  an 
Irish  mafia,"  council  president  William 
Logsdon  read  from  MeGinnis's'  resig- 
nation letter  to  a  room  of  laughing 
council  members. 

"Isn't  it  a  shame  we  couldn't  have 
changed  the  date  to  the  17th?"  added 
Murphy,  referring  to  this  month's  Irish 
holiday. 

Next  week,  Robert  and  wife  Hetty 
will  move  to  Boulder,  Colo.,  to  be  clos- 


er to  their  family,  including  grandchil- 
dren Rob,  10;  Hope,  8;  and  Anthony,  16. 

Behind  them,  they  leave  the  legacy 
of  hospitality  and  community  service

they  have  shown  in  the  Edgeworth  area 
since  1971. 

"This  is  a  bittersweet  occasion.  We 
have  sincere  gratitude  for  the  time,  tal- 
ent and  experience  you  brought  to  the 
borough."  said  Logsdon. 

Both  are  active  with  volunteer 
efforts  in  the  community,  including 
their  work  tutoring  kids  at  the  after- 
school  program  at  the  Ambridge 
Center  for  Hope. 

Reflecting  on  his  tenure  as  mayor, 
McGinnis  is  most  proud  of  his  work 
with  the  borough  centennial  commit- 
tee, which  organized  events  in  honor  of 


Edgeworth's  100th  anniversary  last 
year. 

The  yearlong  celebration  included 
the  publication  of  a  historical  book,  a 
concert  of  famous  locals'  music  and  an 
old-fashioned  picnic. 

"I  think  we  sold  1,000  hot  dogs  that 
day ! "  he  says  with  a  smile. 

At  the  former  mayor's  last  council 
meeting,  Marty  McDaniel,  borough 
manager,  presented  him  with  a  com- 
memorative plaque  filled  with  photos 
of  the  Edgeworth  area,  including  one  of 
McGinnis'  favorite  spots,  Way  Park. 

"This  is  hard  to  do.  This  is  a  very 
special  place,"  he  said. 

Once  they've  relocated,  the  McGin- 
nises  plan  bike,  play  tennis  and  golf. 
But  they  won't  spend  any  time  worry- 
ing about  the  state  of  things  in  their  old 
neighborhood.  McGinnis  has  complete 
faith  in  his  replacement  and  friend. 

"My  advice  to  Wayne  Murphy  is:  Be 
Wayne  Murphy,"  he  says. 

The  new  mayor  plans  to  use  his  new 
position  to  uphold  tradition  in  the  cen- 
tenarian borough. 

"I  hope  I  have  the  same  wit  and 
humor  and  self-effacing  style,"  says 
Murphy. 

Though  the  couple  is  excited  about 
the  move,  they  are  planning  a  summer 
visit  to  the  place  they  called  home  for 
more  than  three  decades. 

"It's  a  new  adventure  and  we  will 
miss  our  friends,  but  we  very  well  may 
come  back,"  said  Hetty.

It's  all  a  matter  of  give  and  take. 
.   But  how  do  you  decide  to  take  when 
you  really  don't  know  what  you  will  be 
given? 

Quaker  Valley's  dilemma  is  the  same 
as  that  facing  each  of  the  501  school  dis- 
tricts in  Pennsylvania.  By  May  30,  every 
school  board  in  the  state  will  have  to 
choose  what  its  future  might  look  like, 
and  do  it  without  solid  numbers  or  a 
plan  that  is  set  in  stone. 

Quaker  Valley's  Act  72  committee, 
after  three  meetings  where  the  ins  and 
outs  of  the  proposition  have  been  dis- 
cussed, has  asked  itself  a  most  impor- 
tant question:  "Is  our  cost  of  compli- 
ance with  Act  72  greater  than  $562,552? 

That's  the  amount  the  district  may 
receive  as  the  state's  disbursement  of 
gambling  funds  (one  of  the  lowest  pro- 
jected amounts)  whenever  the  casinos 
are  operational,  dollars  are  accumulat- 
ed and  there's  money  enough  to  be  dis- 
tributed. 

That  is  —  if  Act  71,  which  connects 
gaming,  school  funding  and  property 
tax  reduction,  withstands  a  constitution- 
al challenge  now  before  the  State 
Supreme  Court  and  Act  72  holds. 

Before  the  committee  will  make  its 
recommendation  to  the  school  board,  it 
will  record  the  hard  and  soft  costs  of  the 
slots  plan. 

Accepting  the  approximate  $562,000 
will  enable  homeowners  to  save  a  few 
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hundred  dollars  every  year,  but  it  will 
cost  all  residents  a  percentage  of  tax  on 
either  personal  or  earned  income. 

Opting  in  will  add  expenses  for 
administrative  costs  for  early  budget- 
ing, increased  legal  fees  for  each  refer- 
endum that  goes  before  the  voting  pub- 
lic if  taxes  need  to  be  raised,  increased 
bookkeeping  costs  and  loss  of  interest, 
charges  for  borrowing  for  tax  anticipa- 
tion and  higher  borrowing  costs  for 
future  bonds. 

Even  due  diligence  has  a  price, 
$12,000  for  the  hiring  of  Public  Financial 
Management  Inc.  of  Harrisburg  to 
study  QV's  options. 

"Soft"  costs  include  the  loss  of  flexi- 
bility in  how  the  board  directs  the  work 


of  the  district  and  how  the  district 
chooses  to  adjust  its  needs  to  the  money 
available  each  year 

The  committee  is  dedicated  to  work- 
ing through  the  decision  and  in  getting 
residents'  reactions  to  its  deliberations 
at  a  public  meeting  on  May  10. 

For  Quaker  Valley,  the  decision  isn't 
a  quick  and  easy  one  as  it  might  be  for 
other  districts  that  will  receive  a  great 
deal  more  in  gaming  funds. 

This  is  a  challenge  as  it  has  to  be 
when  a  vice  is  tapped  to  support  the 
most  virtuous  of  endeavors,  that  of 
training  up  the  next  generation,  and  all 
the  while  keeping  voters  happy  on  a 
state  and  local  level.

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CT  Scanning 

(March  23r  2005)  -  A  computed 
tomography  (CT)  scan  uses  a  se- 
ries of  X-ray  pulses  to  produce 
detailed  pictures  of  structures 
inside  the  body.  These  X-ray  pic- 
tures are  recorded  on  a  computer 
and  can  be  saved  for  further  study 
or  printed  out  as  photographs. 

CT  scanning  can  be  done  on 
most  body  organs,  blood  vessels, 
the  abdominal  cavity,  bones,  and 
the  spinal  cord.  An  iodine-based 
dye  or  contrast  material  is  often 
given  intravenously  during  a  CT 
scan.  This  dye  makes  blood  ves- 
sels and  other  structures  or  organs 
stand  out  on  the  CT  scan  pictures. 
CT  images  may  be  taken  before 
and  after  injection  of  the  contrast 
material. 

CT  scans  can  be  used  to  ob- 
tain information  on  various  areas 
of  the  body.  A  CT  scan  of  the 
chest  can  detect  infection,  lung 
cancer,  pulmonary  embolism,  and 
aneury  sms.  A  CT  scan  of  the  ab- 
domen can  help  detect  several 
conditions,  including  cysts,  ab- 
scesses, infection,  an  aneurysm, 
enlarged  lymph  nodes,  foreign 
objects,  bleeding  into  the  abdomi- 
nal cavity,  inflammatory  bowel 
disease,  and  appendicitis.  A  CT 
scan  can  also  detect  tumors  or  an 
enlargement  of  the  adrenal  glands, 
and  it  may  be  used  to  guide  a  nee- 
dle during  a  tissue  biopsy. 

Most  CT  scans  are  done  by  a 
radiology  technologist,  with  the 
resulting  pictures  interpreted  by  a 
radiologist.  The  test  takes  ap- 
proximately 30  to  90  minutes,  but 
you  should  allow  at  least  2  hours 
in  case  of  delays. 

'The  CT  scan  is  a  valuable 
medical  tool."  says  Dr.  Daniel  P. 
Greenler  of  Heritage  Valley 
Health  System,  ''ft  allows  doctors 
to  pinpoint  and  diagnose  condi- 
tions without  making  a  single 
incision."

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Runaway  launches 
FBI  investigation

Officials  from  the  FBI  and  the  Alle- 
gheny County  and  Edgeworth  police 
departments  investigated  the  case  of  a 
runaway  15-year-old  girl  last  week. 

On  March  15,  Monica  Mcnetti,  a  Quaker 
Valley  High  School  ninth  grader,  was 
reported  missing  at  6  p.m.  by  her  family, 

Police  reported  they  had  information 
leading  them  to  believe  she  was  attempt- 
ing to  travel  to  Texas  to  visit  a  juvenile  boy- 
she  met  on  the  Internet. 

Officials  searched  "for  the  teen  in  both 
states  until  Monica  returned  9:35  a.m. 
Thursday  after  an  unidentified  person 
dropped  her  off  outside  her  family's 
Edgeworth  home. 

Authorities  believe  she  never  left  the 
state. 

"We  are  very  relieved,"  said  Officer  Tim 
Marshall  of  Edgeworth  Police  Depart- 
ment, who  handled  the  case. 

She  was  taken  to  Sewickley  Valley 
Hospital  for  an  examination,  but  Marshall 
said  she  appeared  to  be  fine. 

John  Hanna.  QVSD  communications 
director,  said  district  officials  allowed  the 
FBI  to  interview  several  students.  Police 
also  searched  her  school-issued  laptop  as 
well  as  her  family's  personal  computer.

School  projects  help  tsunami  victims

the  tsunami  and  other  issues  were 
very  fund-driven  and  you  had  to 
pay  for  something.  With  this, 
you're  also  giving  back  to  the  envi- 
ronment so  the  incentive  is  the 
twofold  benefit,"  says  Claire. 

The  students  placed  recycling 
bins  in  each  QV  school  building. 
Each  Friday,  the  bins  are  picked 
up  by  a  representative  of 
Charitable  Cart-ridge  Recycling  in 
Pittsburgh. 

"It's  like  a  blast  from  the  past 
when  we  get  the  big  ones,"  says 
Ali,  referring  to  the  clunky  early 
version  of  the  phones. 

Each  school  is  raising  money 
by  grade  except  for  students  in  the 
middle  school,  who  are  working  in 
teams. 

After  the  April  29  donation 


deadline,  the  grade  or  team  that 
raises  the  most  funds  will  receive 
blue  rubber  bracelets  inscribed 
with  the  words  "Tsunami  Relief". 

With  each  recycled  ink  car- 
tridge being  worth  anywhere 
between  $1.50  and  $14  and  every 
recycled  cell  phone  bringing  in  as 
much  as  $45,  the  girls  have  raised 
$3,825.50  since  February. 

But  Ron  Beers,  S3LC  faculty 
coordinator  doesn't  measure  his 
students'  success  in  dollars. 

"The  whole  process  of  the  cen- 
ter is  based  on  the  service  learn- 
ing method,  with  learning  in  capi- 
tal letters.  They  gain  an  under- 
standing of  the  world  we  live  in 
and  that  some  of  these  problems 
have  been  here  a  long  time  and 
they  are  not  easy  to  solve,"  he 
says. 

-  "They  learn  to  make  choices  in 
a  mature  manner,  so  in  that  sense, 
yes,  it  is  a  success." 


In  addition  to  the  cartridge/cell 
phone-recycling  program,  other 
QV  students  are  raising  money  for 
the  tsunami  relief  effort  with  their 
International  Baccalaureate  proj- 
ects. 

Sophomore  Lucy  Gross  created 
a  41-page  dessert  recipe  cookbook 
and  sold  them  in  each  of  the 
Quaker  Valley  school  buildings. 

As  her  IB  project,  sophomore 
Molly  McCoy  is  organizing  the 
first  "Battle  of  the  Bands:  Band 
Aid  2005." 

On  April  1,  bands  from  Quaker 
Valley,  Sewickley  Academy  and 
surrounding  areas  will  play  at  the 
high  school  auditorium  from  6:30 
to  10: 15  p.m.  to  raise  money  for  the 
tsunami  relief  fund.

QV  students  star  in  Broadway  favorite

Students  in  Quaker  Valley  High 
School's  2005  musical  are  taking 
a  turn  from  the  slapstick  to  the 
standard. 

Following  in  the  success  of  his  QV 
musical  debut  with  the  whimsical 
"Pirates  of  Penzance,"  Lou  Valenzi  will 
return  this  year  to  direct  the  quintes- 
sential Broadway  show,  Rodgers  and 
Hammerstein's  "Oklahoma!" 

"This  is  the  consummate  high  school 
show,"  says  Valenzi.  "It's  about  people 
close  to  their  age  and  they  play  the 
characters  really  well." 

A  classic  tale  of  love  triangles,  class 
conflict  and  good  vs.  evil,  "Oklahoma ! 13 
set  the  stage  for  every  theater  produc- 
tion after  its  debut  in  1943.  The  plot 
revolves  around  two  tales  of  young 
love:  one  dramatic  and  one  comedic. 

The  dramatic  plot  focuses  on 
Laurey,  a  beautiful  farm  girl  and  cocky 
cowboy  Curly,  who  meet  and  eventual- 
ly fail  in  love.  But  theater's  first  villain 
and  Laurey's  brooding  farmhand,  Jud, 
wants  to  make  sure  their  love  never 
becomes  a  reality. 

"Laurey  is  kind  of  confused.  She's 
dealing  with  a  eoming-of-age  thing," 
says  Maureen  Megan,  senior,  playing 
the  lovesick  girl. 

"Laurey  is  confronted  with  everyday 
girl  conflicts.  I  don't  really  have  to  get 
into  character  because  I've  dealt  with 
this  stuff  a  thousand  times  a  day." 


On  the  surface,  the  young  lovers' 
conflict  is  one  viewers  will  recognize 
from  other  plays.  But  upon  closer 
examination,  the  story  serves  as  a  vehi- 
cle for  telling  of  a  historic  struggle. 

"The  love  triangle  is  representative 
of  the  conflict  between  the  farmers  and 
the  cowboys  that  existed  in  American 
history,"  says  Shane  Valenzi,  playing 
Curly. 

The  show  opens  with  Valenzi  singing 
the  famous  lines  of  "Oh,  What  a 
Beautiful  Mornin'"  from  the  audience. 

"The  whole  song  is  about  a  love  for 
the  land  itself.  It  helps  set  the  tone  for 
the  whole  show,"  he  says. 

In  the  comedic  plot,  Judge  Andrew 
Carn.es,  played  by  senior  Justin  Cau- 
sey, is  father  to  Ado  Annie  Cames,  a 
girl  who  thinks  she  is  in  a  situation  sim- 
ilar to  Laurey's:  caught  between  two 
men. 

In  reality,  Will  Parker,  played  by 
senior  David  Ford,  doesn't  want  her, 
and  Ali  Hakim,  the  exotic  Persian  ped- 
dler played  by  sophomore  Alex  Grant, 
only  wants  her  money. 

"She  a  quirky  character,"  says  Elise 
Schlafhauser,  who  plays  Ado  Annie. 
"She's  had  no  attention  from  boys  until 
this  year." 

The  two  plots  converge  as  the  ladies 
deal  with  their  somewhat  similar  sce- 
narios over  the  course  of  the  show. 

"Oklahoma!  is  a  long  show,"  says 
Shane,  who  is  producing  the  musical 
with  Elise. 


"If  it's  not  done  well,  it  can  be  bor- 
ing. I  think  it's  a  statement  to  the  cast 
that  the  show  is  never  boring  at  any 
point." 

Despite  the  success  of  last  year's 
"Pirates",  which  earned  seven  Gene 
Kelly  Award  nominations  and  two 
awards,  the  directors  aren't  afraid  of 
losing  momentum. 

"Every  year  we  try  to  one  up  the 
year  before,"  says  Matthew  Boice,  mu- 
sical director.  "This  is  a  completely  dif- 
ferent kind  of  play.  'Pirates'  was  much 
more  cartoonish." 

While  the  two  shows  vary  in  many 
ways,  cast  members  are  hoping  their 
latest  effort  receives  a  similar  recep- 
tion. 

"It's  something  to  live  up  to.  We 
want  to  do  better  than  last  year,"  says 
Justin.
